LETTER FROM NEW ORLEANS. 

New Oeleans, July 31st, 1867. 

To the Editor of the Standard: 

Yesterday was a solemn day for all thoughtful, 
truly loyal people in this city ’ being the first aUDiver - 
sary of the horrible massacre, dignified as a riot, and 
sanctioned by the Chief Magistrate of the nation. 
Whether the returning date brought any pangs of 
awakened remorse to the heads and hearts who planned 
and the hands which executed that vile butchery, 1 
know not.

Newton, Iowa, Aug. 7th, 1867. 

1o the Editor of the Standard:

Died, at Fairmount, Stark County, Ohio, August 2, 
Bobert Hillis, in the 85th year of his age. 

Thus has gone to his rest another of the early, tried 
id ever-fadthful Abolitionists of Ohio. Quiet and 
obtrusive, he was ever firm and with ever a fitting word 
advocacy of whatever his clear moral vision indi¬ 
cated as right. Born a member of the Society of 
Friends, he to the last adhered uncompromisingly to 
the distinctive principles of liberty, peace and good¬ 
will which characterized the Society’s early history 
but with a heart too large and loving to be a sectarian 
bigot, he preferred his principles above the church 
and all other mere instrumentalities, and hence 
most ready to cooperate with those men and those as¬ 
sociations most earnest and active in promoting those 
principles. When, therefore, the Society of Friends, 
in his judgment, sought to restrict free inquiry, to 
limi t, free speech, and to cripple free action, he stepped 
aside from its narrow policy, and, with others of his 
leighborhood like-minded with himself, orgf 
independent religious society recognizing the utmost 
freedom of opinion, and in fellowship with the “ Pro¬ 
gressive Friends.” This little society is now, 

been, faithful to the idea of religious freedom, and 
active in promoting personal goodness and practical 
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He was an Abolitionist, and his fidelity as such wa’S 
recognized by his repeated appointment as a member 
of the Executive Committee of the Western Anti- 
Slavery Society. The most earnest and thorough in 
that body ever found him quietly but firmly by their 
side, at whatever cost of popularity. If the measures 
were right and true, he never flinched from their sup¬ 
port ; but in those days "Abolitionists had to walk only 
by faith, as they movgd amidst a nation of scoffing infi¬ 
dels and traitors to liberty ; and now his name is added 
to the list of departed members of that committee, who, 
like himself, were year after year elected to do its work. 
Benjamin S. Jones, Benjamin Bown, James Barnaby, 
Abram Brooke, and now Bobert Hillis, aU of whom 
wrought faithfully and well, are with us no more. But 
their works follow them. They are their everlasting 
memorial. 

Our friend was most earnest to the last that thorough 
measures should be taken to secure the blessings of 
liberty fully to all; and his sympathy was earnestly 
with those now most active to secure this end.

Tea Aldridge, the actor, died in Poland on the 10th I 
inst. He was a mulatto, and was bom at a village 
called Bellair, near Baltimore, Md., about 1810, and 
iwas apprenticed to a ship carpenter, learning his trade 
in the same yard with Molynceux, the notorious negro 
pugilist and prize fighter. From association with the 
German population, which is very large on«the Western 
shore of Maryland, he learned to speak the German 
language familiarly, and also picked up a degree 
education rarely obtained by those of African descent 
where negro slavery exists. When Edmund Kean was 
in the United States, after the troubles which occurred 
during 1826 in consequence of the Oox difficulties ) 
Aldridge became his personal attendant, and accom¬ 
panied hi™ to England, where his natural talent for t’ - 
stage was developed and cultivated. He returned 
the United States after a short absence, and s 
subsequent to 1830 appeared at Baltimore at a tfieatre 
then known as “The Mud Theatre,” which subse¬ 
quently belonged to Junius Brutus Booth, the 
sdian. He appears not to have been successful' 
There is no account of his having appeared in 
other city in America,- whence after a short time b 
turned to England. He began his career in som 
the minor theatres of London, and then went to 
provinces, drawing large houses. At Belfast, in 
land, he played Othello to Kean’s lago, and also 
zemho to the same artist’s Alban. He thence proceed¬ 
ed to the Continent, and appeared in Amsterdam, 
Brussels, Berlin, Breslau, Vienna, Pesth, Koenigsberg, 
Dantzie * the Hague, Berne, FrankforLon-the-Maine 
Dresden, Cracow, Gotha, St. Petersburg, and other 
cities personating characters of every style and nation- 
litv ’ In most of these cities he received substantial 
tokens of approbation. The King of Prussia, at Berlin, 
wrote him an autograph letter, accompanying the first- 
class medal ol art and science. The Emperor of Austria 
conferred on him the Grand Cross of Leopold, and ■“ 
Beme he received the medal of Merit in the shape 
a magnificent Maltese cross. The Czar of Bussia 
gave him similar decorations. In Germany, Aldridge 
was looked on as performing the Shakesperian char¬ 
acters with marked ability, but in England he has not 
often appeared in any of Shakspeare’s plays except 
Othello, and the Merchant of Venice.
